REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record fairly discloses or renders obvious the claimed method for the 
manufacture of a freestanding segmented nanoparticle by the deposition of a plurality of 
materials inside a template by the deposition of a first material into a pore of said 
template, deposition of a second material into the pore of Said template, wherein at least 
one of said first and second material is deposited by electrochemical deposition and 
releasing the nanoparticle having the claimed length and width having 50 or fewer 
segments. 

Prior art process produce a singe material nanoparticle having the same size, 
however, the references do not disclose or suggest the formation of segmented 
nanoparticles having a plurality of materials.
